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REMARKS 

Claims 1-29 were originally filed with the application. On October 23, 2002, 
Applicant filed a Preliminary Amendment in which claims 1-29 were cancelled and new 
claims 30-38 were added. Based on the Office Action generated from the Examiner it 
appears that the Preliminary Amendment had not been entered at the time the Office 
Action was generated or the Examiner was not aware of the Preliminary Amendment. 
Based on Applicant's Preliminary Amendment claims 30-38 should be pending with 
claims 1-29 being cancelled. However, in the interest of clarity and to ensure that the 
amendments appearing in the Preliminary Amendment are entered, Applicant has 
repeated the amendments made in the Preliminary Amendment in this response. Also, 
Applicant hereby attaches to this response a copy of the Preliminary Amendment and a 
stamped postcard from the USPTO confirming the receipt of the Preliminary 
Amendment. 

The rejection made to the now cancelled claims under 35 USC 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Honcharenko et al. (U.S. patent 6,349,217) are now moot. Also, the 103 
rejections to various claims (now cancelled) as being unpatentable over Honcharenko et 
al. and further in view of Cook, Jr. (U.S. patent 5,025,593) and Honcharenko in further 
view of Siira (U.S. Patent 6,353,601) and or Kong (U.S. patent 6,473,619) or Logan (U.S. 
patent 5,721,827) are likewise moot. None of these references or any of their 
combination disclose a method of communicating comprising the step of modifying at 
least one antenna's beam width based on received radio resource allocation instructions 
for signals to be transmitted and/or received by the at least one antenna.
